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Murder Isn’t 
A Commodity 


In the days when a newspaper 
by-line came only after some 
months of apprenticeship, and pop- 

ularly was sup- 
-. posed to be a sort 
of accolade, 
I earned my first 
with a murder 


story. 
A tall, sham- 
bling, _ illiterate 


country fellow 
had fallen in love 
with a Delilah 
-. who worked in 
’ # the one. cafe in 
the town where he and his family 
went to trade on Saturday after- 
noons. 


Casting about for some way to 
do his old lady to death, and not 
wishing to employ the familiar 
farm implements of husbandry, 
the ax and hog-butchering knife, 
he sought to be subtle. He pur- 
chased a box of candy and some 
strychnine at the trading town’s 
one drugstore. Then, with the 
help of his Delilah, he poisoned 
the candy, every piece of it, and 
took it home. It was quite sim- 
ple. His helpmeet must have been 
shocked at receiving the first. box 
of candy ever presented her, but 
she was grateful and had a sweet 
tooth. She died in great agony. 


“Her folks,”” as the saying has 
it, were suspicious. They sought 
help from the detectives in nearby 
Nashville, Tenn., and the fact that 
the two most solid and unimagi- 
native men in the department 
were assigned to it didn’t prevent 
solution in a few minutes. I rode 
in the car with them to 20-odd 
miles out to the small town where 
the farmer traded. ‘‘Her folks” 
had asked for an autopsy and the 
fact of poisoning had been well 
established. 


Very Simple 


It was really very simple. Our 
first stop was at the town’s one 
drugstore. Yes, the owner said, 
this man Luttrell had bought some 
strychnine and a box of candy. 
He had said the rats were bad 
about his corn crib. 


That took maybe five or six 
minutes. We then drove out to 
the Luttrell farm and arrested 
Luttrell. He seemed kind of re- 
lived. We went into the kitchen. 
There was an old wood-burning 
stove there, a table with yellow 
oilcloth on it, a “‘safe,”’ its doors 
open, and a few straight chairs. 


One of the detectives said, ‘“‘Ed, 
why did you do it?” 


Luttrell looked at him with a 
stunned, cowlike look but before 
he could answer the detective 
said, ‘“‘The druggist told us, Ed. 
We know all about it.”’ 


Luttrell began to cry. He sat 
there in a straight chair, a gaunt, 
broken man, in dirty overalls 
and work shoes, and the sobs 
seemed to tear out of his chest. 
Long, long before the fires of 
romance had cooled he had known 
the bargain was a bad one. 


They just let him sob and after 
a while he quieted and said, “‘] 
done it all right.” 


“Tell us about it,”’ they said. 


He Was Relieved 


And he did, seeming to be re- 
lieved. He was real quiet, rid- 
ing into Nashville to the jail. 


My story was on page one, un- 
der a one-column, top head. I 
got free copies at the office, of 
course, but I walked on up to 
Fourth avenue and Church street, 
at the corner cigar store and 
bought a paper and stood there, 
reading and thinking how wonder- 
ful it was. 


It was my murder story, but 
there didn’t seem to be any rush 
to buy papers because of it. As 
I recall, the newsboy was holler- 
ing some other headline. 


All this brings me around to the 
Finch murder case. It sold some 
papers, though none knows how 
many. But it also produced many 
complaints from readers in every 
city where the story of it was sen- 
sationally presented. Crime is le- 
gitimate news. It is a part of our 
civilization and must be revealed. 
But save for a relatively few 
papers which pander to sensation, 
the Finch case was no real help 
to circulation. If anything, it 
evoked critical comment where 
it was given undue prominence. 


Maybe it is a sign of grow- 
ing maturity. Th@e is just a 
chance that love-murders aren’t 
news the way they were when the 
tabloids reaped such a harvest on 
the Judd Gray-Ruth Snyder and 
the Hall-Mills choir murder cases. 
One never knows. But one can 
hope—even one whose first by- 
line was a rural candy-box mur- 
der. Maybe' news is coming of

gan its attack on the West's 
three-stage disarmament plan 
Tuesday in the opening minutes 
of a 10-nation disarmament con- 
ference that may go on for a 
year. 


Gravely, the delegates of the 
five Communist powers said that 
they would give further thought 
to the West’s plan for measured 
disarmament under measured 
control that they were handed 
Monday night. 


But from the time the first 
Communist representative took 
the floor—a Bulgarian, by chance 
of alphabet—the line of criticism 
was clear. It was repeated by the 
Czech, the Pole, the Romanian 
and the Russian. 


OBJECTIONS CITED 


The Communist nations com- 
plained that the Western plan 
did not lead to complete disarma- 
ment, that it had no built-in time- 
table, and that it concentrated on 
studying disarmament instead of 
disarming. 


Aside from a swipe or two at 
absent West Germans, the Com- 
munist representatives generally 
used polite and moderate lan- 
guage.

W ASHINGTON—Southern Democrats outmaneuv- 
ered their Northern opponents in the House Tuesday 
and temporarily knocked out a key voting rights amend- 


ment to the civil rights bill. 


However, in an afternoon of 
the sharpest sort of parliamen- 
tary skirmishing, Republicans and 
Northern Democrats maneuvered 


to restore the voting rights sec- 
tion. 


ISSUE UNRESOLVED 


The House then quit for the 
day, leaving the issue unresolved 
and the Southerners with a tem- 
porary overnight victory. 


A vote is expected Wednesday 
on a modified voting referee pro- 
posal with both the Republicans 
and Northern Democrats claiming 
credit for it. 


The Southern strategists, di- 
rected by Rep. Howard Smith 
(D-Va), played both sides against 
the middle Tuesday to gain their 
temporary triumph by a vote of 
170 to 143 to kill the voting rights 
provision. 

What the Southerners did was 
this: They teamed up with the 
Northern Democrats to adopt 179 
to 116 an “enrollment officer’ 
substitute to the Republican-spon- 
sored voting referee amendment.

Then they switched and voted 
with the Republicans to kill the |

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400 Negroes 


Arrested in 
. Carolina

ORANGEBURG, S.C. \?—More than 400 Negroes 
were arrested in South Carolina Tuesday—350 of them 
in Orangeburg—during demonstrations against segre- 
gated seating at lunch counters. 


Police used tear gas and fire 
hoses to put down a demonstra- 
tion by an estimated 1,000 Negro 
students here. The 350 arrested 
were charged with breach of the 
peace and released under $10 
bond each. 

Seventy were arrested at Rock 
Hill. 60 miles north of Columbia, 
as they picketed City Hall. Ten 
more were arrested at Columbia 
and charged with trespassing at 
lunch counters in variety stores. 


Hii BY NAACP 

The mass arrests brought from 
a state official of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People a charge that 
police are using ‘‘strong-arm, fas- 
cist-like tactics.” 

He said the arrests, and any 
resulting convictions, would be 
appealed to federal agencies.

arrests here came after a 
patrolmen attempted to 
up a protest march by 
about a thousand students from 
local South Carolina A&T and 
Claflin colleges. 


FIRE HOSE USED 


When the students, marching in 
groups of about 100, refused to 
disperse, fire hoses were turned 
on three groups and two tear gas 
cannisters were exploded at an- 
other group. 

Magistrate D. Marchant Culler 
had planned to hold trials for all 
of the group during the night. But 
a blanket surety bond signed by 
an unidentified Orangeburg Negro 
brought about their release. 


At Rock Hill, Mayor John A. 
Hardin ordered the arrest of stu- 
dents from Friendship Junior Col- 
lege who began picketing City 
Hall shortly after noon. Sixty-five 
pickets were jailed on breach of 
the peace warrants.

U.S. Sends 
New Protest 
To Castro 


WASHINGTON (®—The United 
States government delivered to 
Cuba Tuesday a new note pro- 
testing Premier Castro’s asser- 
tions the United States was in- 
volved in the explosion of a muni- 
tions ship in Havana harbor. 


The State department said only 
that the note had been delivered. 
It gave no details. 


The department said the text of 
the note will not be released by 
the United States, but the Cuban 
government is free to publish it if 
it so desires. 


A French ship bringing muni- 
tions to Cuba from Belgium blew 
up in Havana Harbor March 4. 
Cuban officials promptly termed 
it sabotage and various spokes- 
men for the Castro regime 
blamed the United States. 


Earlier, it was disclosed that 
President Eisenhower will ask 
Congress for power to slash 
Cuba’s bonus price sugar sales to 
the United States, if he decides 
such action would be in the na- 
tional interest. 


Republican congressional lead- 
ers revealed this after a White 
House conference. They said Ei- 
senhower’s request for discretion- 
ary authority to raise or lower 
import quotas is not intended to 
punish Cuba. The proposed pow- 
ers would apply to other sugar- 
producing countries, too. 


West German Chancellor 


The two leaders publicly pro- 
claimed this to be the foundation 
of their negotiating position for 
May’s summit talks which will 
seek to determine the fate of the 
City. 


At the same time, they served 
notice their governments would 
press forward with a drive to 
unite West and East Germany in- 
to a single, democratic nation. 


Eisenhower and Adenauer set 
forth their goals after a White 
House strategy meeting. 


The 84-year-old German chan- 
cellor, a smile on his face, told 
newsmen afterward he is now 
satisfied his Western allies will 
stand firm in the face of Soviet 
demands they pull out of West 
Berlin. 


Authorities said Eisenhower suc- 
ceeded in assuring Adenauer he 
would not make with Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev any deal 
which would jeopardize the free- 
dom of West Berlin or imperil the 
goal of eventual German unity. 


Adenauer came to the meeting 
worried that Eisenhower might in 
some way weaken these princi-

A Record 
64. Million 
Hold Jobs 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—A total 
of 64,520,000 Americans held jobs 
last month to set a February 
record while unemployment 
dropped just below the 4,000,000 
mark, the government reported 
Tuesday. 


The number of U.S. jobholders 
jumped by 500,000 to a monthly 
peak more than 1,000,000 above 
the old high set in February, 
1957. 


Unemployment usually rises in 
February. Last month, however, 
the figure dropped by 218,000 to 
3,931,000. The decline pushed the 
seasonally adjusted unemployment 
rate down to 4.8 per cent—lowest 
since October, 1957, prior to the 
1957-58 recession. 


Except for May, 1959, it was 
the first time the seasonally ad- 
justed jobless rate has gone below 
the 5 per cent mark since pre- 
recession days. 


Secretary of Labor Mitchell, 
who announced the new figures, 
said the overall employment pic- 
ture showed continued improve- 
ment, although there were some 
dark spots. 


Dr. Seymour L. Wolfbein, La- 


bor department manpower ex- 
pert, said employment should, 
swing even higher in the spring | 
months. If current patterns pre-| 
vail, he added, unemployment | 
should drop during this period to 
about 3,350,000. 


He said March figures, now be- 
ing compiled, may show the ef- 
fects of severe weather in many 
parts of the country. But he de- 
clined to connect last month’s im- 
provement with mild weather that 
prevailed most of that month.

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‘Protest’ Incidents 
Need No Repetition 


Negro university students Tuesday 
carried out, quietly and without dis- 
order, a well-organized plan to seek 
service at 10 public eating places in 
Atlanta. Their plan included lunch coun- 
ters at both bus and railway stations. 


Their theory here seemingly was that 
these eating places would come under 
the same rule as that recently applied by 
federal courts to the restaurant at the 
Atlanta Airport. For some weeks this cafe 
has been desegregated without incident. 


Other lunch counters where service 
was sought were two cafeterias in build- 
ings housing government offices, the State 
Capitol, the Courthouse, City Hall and 
one of the 10-cent stores. At the latter 
place the counter was closed and there 
were no arrests. It is not clear why there 
was an invasion of this purely private 
business. The action, by its dubious tim- 
ing, also blurs and damages the recep- 
tion accorded the advertisement recently 
published stating the students’ position. 


At a time when Georgia is struggling 
toward a decision on the future of public 
schools, we trust the students will recog- 
nize they have established their protest 
ind will refrain from unnecessary and 
unproductive repetitions. Atlanta police, 
county and state officers have fulfilled 
the function presently imposed on them 
by state law. In those places where the 
proprietor requested the students to leave 
and there was refusal in the presence of 
an officer arrests were made as required 
by law. 


At each of these places the conduct 
of students and police was quite calm. 
We hope this sets the pattern. Certainly, 
Atlanta does not need for any groups to 
be aroused to demonstrations or to any 
threats of violence. The processes of law 
have been set in motion. If students plan 
court tests covering the eating places in 
the government -leased buildings and 
transportation lunch counters, these, too, 
will be a matter for legal procedure. Some 
lawyers doubt the new state law finally 
can be applied to these facilities which are 
believed by them to be in the same cate- 
gory as airport terminals. 


There is no reason for any other 
agencies or individuals to be involved. 
The Atlanta police force and the sheriff's 
office have handled the situation with 
their customary skill and common sense. 

We repeat, the processes of law have 
been started. These can be handled with- 
out any public interference by agitators 
bent on disorder. We are a nation which 
must continue to live by law and this is 
a good time to remember it. We all have 
too much at stake in the present and fu- 
ture of this city to besmirch it with vio- 
lence or extreme action. Let none of us 
forget that important fact.

U.S. Moves To Break 


Disarmament Deadlock 


The United States has moved boldly 
at Geneva to propose establishment of an 
international police force within the 
United Nations framework to preserve 
world peace after national armies and 
arms substantially are reduced. 

This is an important step. It follows 
the disarmament proposal by the United 
States and associated Western nations. It 
calls for gradual scrapping of national 
armies and conventional weapons and 
eventually an end to military satellites 
and nuclear rockets. It sets no time limit. 

The Soviet press, speaking officially, 
has condemned the plan as dim and vague. 
It is. But so was Khrushchev’s disarma- 
ment speech before the United Nations. 
The Western plan is the basis for begin- 
ning moves toward Khrushchev’s pro- 
posals. This will make it difficult for the 
Russians to reject it out of hand. 


After 15 years of deadlocked negotia- 
tions, this positive approach can be hailed 
with appreciation of its boldness and the 
possibilities it offers for a beginning on 
disarmament. 


It is still not clear, however, how Red 
China—rapidly becoming a strong mili- 
tary power—fits into the picture. The Red 
Chinese government is not a member of 
the United Nations nor is it a party to 
these disarmament negotiations. If we are 
to have world disarmament, the most 
populous of all nations cannot be ignored.

Cries for U.S. Dollars 


While we in the United States are 
working at piecing together a national 
network of superhighways, a ribbon of as- 
phalt and concrete slowly is being un- 
rolled south of the border through Cen- 
tral America. .

It won't surprise you to know that 
our federal government is supplying 
much of the money and that the Cen- 
tral American countries are dragging 
their feet in the paving mix, wanting 
Uncle Sam to give more. 

The folks down there are supposed to 
maintain the highway once it has been 
built. That they are not doing but instead 
are insisting that we pay the upkeep, too. 

Georgians especially have a feeling 
about new roads that fall apart before 
construction is more than finished. 

So the Central America countries now 
have 171 millions of our road money. 
Now they have our sympathy. 

And if you’re planning to go to Buenos 
Aires through the country, don’t. At least 
not any time soon.

Forum on the Schools 


Teachers and school administrators of 
Georgia come to Atlanta today for anoth- 
er of the largest and most significant an- 
nual conventions to which our town is 
host. We join in the hearty welcome. 


Of all Georgia Education Assn. con- 
ventions none has faced greater chal- 
lenges than this one. 


Dr. Doak Campbell, outstanding edu- 
cator who has been studying the schools 
of Georgia for more than a year, set the 
stage for GEA discussions with a talk 
Monday to the Atlanta Rotary Club. 


Dr. Campbell tactfully praised Geor- 
gia for our progress in education. But he 
also cited our weaknesses which invite 
correction. 


Half the high schools in the state are 
too small to provide an adequate educa- 
tional program, he pointed out. While 
there has been some consolidation, merg- 
ers have gone only so far as county lines 
under our multiple county set-up. 


The man whose business it has been 
to analyze and report findings, pleasant 
or unpleasant, appraised vocational edu- 
cation in the state as geared to an econ- 
omy long gone “and not too well geared 
at that.”” He advised vocational education 
adapted to a state now heavily indus- 
trial. 

Of those young people who start high 
school there are more who fail to finish 
the course than there are those who 
step forward to get a diploma on gradu- 
ation night. He implied, if he did not say, 
that many who drop out of school: do so 
because the teaching has not encouraged 
or inspired them. He urged counseling 
and guidance as a way to avoid the high 
percentage of dropouts. 

Good teaching, thinks Dr. Campbell, 
should get priority in education. Good 
teaching can come only from good teach- 
ers brought into the profession and re- 
tained through prestige, promotion and 
pay commensurate with their jobs. 

As always, the GEA convention pro- 
vides a splendid forum for airing not 
only the problems of teachers but of our 
educational program itself. The proceed- 
ings, like the words of Dr. Campbell, are 
commended to all citizens, for public 
opinion and active public support are the 
only means of assuring the tvpe of schools 
needed in today’s changing world. 

In all the worry about the immediate 
problem of keeping the public schools 
open, let us not lose sight of the ultimate 
goal—a free system of tax-supported ed- 
ucation second to none.

New Russian University 


Caters to Foreign Students 


Since the launching of the first sputnik, Russian technological 
competence has been acknowledged, if a little grudgingly. It would 
help if Russian imagination were similarly acknowledged. This could 
stimulate American imagination and leave us less often at a propa- 
gandistic disadvantage. The latest example is Premier Khrushchev’'s 
announcement in Indonesia that a new university is to be opened 
in Moscow this year for students from Asia, Africa and Latin 


America. 

It is to be called the University 
of the Friendship of Peoples. 
That is not very subtle but the 
name hardly will disturb those 
who are to receive free tuition, 
medical care, rooms, a monthly 
stipend and transportation to and 
from Moscow. 

The first year’s enrollment is 
to be 500 but this is to be in- 
creased to 3,000 or 4,000. Courses 
will embrace from four to eight 
years of study primarily for the 
training of engineers, scientists, 
teachers, doctors, agriculturists, 
economists and other specialists. 
No test of race, nationality or 
creed will be imposed but ob- 
viously students are expected to 
develop a feeling of identification 
with Moscow. 

The United States and Western 
Europe, of course, open their 


universities to students from al! 
parts of the world. .The science 
and the technology, if not the 
culture, of the underdeveloped 
portions of the globe are distinct- 
ly Western. Americans and Euro- 
peans also go to foreign schools 
under exchange arrangements. A 
sari is familiar enough at Wash- 
ington University, the University 
of London and the Sorbonne. Yet 
in no Western country have for- 
eign students been brought to- 
gether away from home in the 
spectacular way they are to be 
brought together in Moscow. 

The Russians are going beyond 
anything they have done so far— 
and there are 1,500 foreign stu- 
dents now at the University of 
Moscow, not to mention those at 
other Russian educational estab- 
lishments.

WASHINGTON—In an election year the tra- 
ditional satire of the Gridiron Club, that mildly

All 77 Negroes arrested were 
charged with violating the state’s 
new trespassing law which pro- 
vides that a person must leave 
the premises of any private firm 
if requested to do so by the owner 
or operator. 


No other charges were filed 
against the 59 Negroes booked at 
city jail, but the 18 booked at Ful- 
ton Tower also were charged with 
violating the anti-mask and un- 
lawful assemblage acts. Those at 
the Tower included six arrested 
at the State Capitol and 12 at the 
Fulton Courthouse. 


PURPOSE WAS TEST 

Negro lawyer A. T. Walden told 
Fulton County Chief Deputy Sher- 
iff Leroy Stynchcombe that the 
purpose of the sitdown demon- 
strated was to test this new law. 


Prosecutors are expected to use 
Walden’s. statement and _ other 
evidence to attempt to show that 
the purpose of the Negro sitdowns 
was not to be served, but to 
create an assemblage in defiance 
of Georgia laws. 


There is no Georgia law pro- 
hibiting integration in eating es- 
tablishments. 


The antimask law, ironically, 
was aimed at one of the Ne- 
groes’ worst enemies—the infa- 
mous Ku Klux Klan. The act 
was invoked in the Negro demon- 
strations because, among other 
things, it forbids assembly, mask- 
ed or otherwise, for an unlawful 
act.

Court Voids 
Rep. Jessup 


Indictments 


The Georgia Supreme Court 
Tuesday dismissed indictments 
accusing Rep. Ben Jessup of 
Cochran with conspiring to de- 
fraud the state of more than $1,000 
in sales taxes collected by his 
automobile firm. 


The high court ruled that the 
tax money did not belong to the 
state in view of two previous de- 
cisions that the 1951 Georgia Sales 
Tax Act imposed the levy on the 
dealer and not the consumer. 


The court upheld demurrers to 
felony charges against Jessup, 
but a misdemeanor charge involv- 
ing the same transaction is still 
pending against the Bleckley 
County representative. 


Jessup was accused of conspir- 
ing with former sales tax officials 
W. W. Coleman and Joseph Ray 
in one of a series of frauds for 
which the two officials already 
have entered guilty pleas and re- 
ceived sentences. 


In a civil action against Jessup, 
the Bleckley County Superior 
Court ruled that the defendant 
would have to pay the state $1,- 
119.39 in tax money. But Judge 
John K. Whaley ventured an 
opinion at that time that Jessup 
was not guilty of conspiracy. 


Fulton County Sol. Gen. Paul 
Webb answered that Whaley’s 
opinion would not block possible 
criminal action against Jessup. 


Since then, however, the State 
Supreme Court has issued de- 
cisions in two other civil cases 
which held in effect that the tax 
money did not belong to the 
state—that the dealers’ own 
funds were involved in the al- 
leged dealings with Coleman and 
Ray. The court ruling thus im- 
plied that no conspiracy to de- 
fraud the state of money existed. 


This placed the dealer in the 


position of simply owing taxes 
without having committed any 
crime.

street, NW, police said. 

Five Negro boys and three 
Negro girls were engaged in a 
sitdown strike inside the Trail- 
ways cafeteria when Brown ar- 
rived, showed his police press 
card in an attempt to get inside 
fhe locked cafeteria. 


Half a dozen police officers, 
city detectives and GBI agents 
went to Brown's aid. Brown said 
he was not hurt. 


Capt. R. E. Little Jr., a city de- 
tective, then shouted to the crowd 
gathered outside the cafeteria an 
order to disband. 


The crowd was hesitant to dis- 
perse and Capt. Little grabbed 
the two white youths standing 
closest to the cafeteria door. 


“These boys are under arrest,” 
Capt. Little declared in a loud 
voice, “‘and everybody else will 
be, too, if you don’t leave these 
premises immediately.” 


The crowd disbanded when the 
two white youths—identified as 
Ralph Jennings, 18, of Gretna, Va., 
and James McAllister, 17, of De- 
troit, Mich.—were placed in a de- 
tective car and whisked off to 
city jail. About the same time, 
the eight Negroes who had been 
arrested a few minutes earlier in- 
side the cafeteria were put in a 
paddy wagon and taken to jail. 


About three hours later Munici- 
pal Court Judge James Webb sen- 
tenced Jennings and McAllister to 
spend 30 days apiece in the city 
stockade after finding them guilty

Manager Smith, who was in the 
serving line, told them they'd 
have to leave because he had no 
facilities to serve them. He got 
no reply but the Negroes re- 
mained. 


Chief Deputy Sheriff LeRoy N. 
Stynchcombe appeared and read 
to the entire crowd in the cafe- 
teria the new trespassing statute 
and told them that anyone who 
failed to leave after being asked 
to do so by the manager would 
be arrested. ° 


Stynchcombe emphasized that 
the warning “includes everybody 
. regardless of who you are.” 


By that time there were only 
23 Negroes in the cafeteria. Phir- 
teen stood at the serving line, 
and others had seated themselves 
at tables among the white patrons.

HEED WARNING 


The Negroes heeded Marler’s 
warning and walked in a group 
two blocks down Seventh street 
to W. Peachtree street. 


Emerging from the booth, the 
Negro told his companions: 


‘“‘We’re going on back to school.”’ 


Inside Sprayberry’s Cafeteria, 
Mrs. Herbert Sprayberry told 
newsmen: “I believe they thought 
this was a federal cafeteria, but 
it isn’t.” 


She said the Negroes were “‘in 
here for about 40 minutes, just 
standing in line.’ 


‘“T pulled all the food off the 
steam table,’’ she said. 


The cafeteria has about ‘21 
Negro employes,” she said, but 
“only three of my colored help 
would pull the steam table.’’ 
REFUSED TO HELP 


The rest of the Negro em- 
ployes refused to help clear the 
food from the serving—tine, she 
said. 


At the S&S Cafeteria at Peach- 
tree’and Baker, some 25 Negroes 
bowed to the manager’s request 
and left—after the cafeteria had 
been cleared of white diners and 
a covey of newsmen. 


The departing Negroes en- 
countered heckling and cat-calls 
as they trooped silently onto the 
Peachtree sidewalk between two 
lines of white spectators. 


Negroes gathered in the Grey- 


hound and Trailways cafeterias 
about 11:30 a.m. 


Both cafeteria managers asked 
white patrons to leave immedi- 
ately. Police were on the scene 
within minutes. A milling crowd 
soon gathered outside to peer 
curiously through the cafeteria 
windows at the Negroes. 


Eight Negroes were arrested in- 
side each cafeteria. 

At Trailways, Capt. Little asked 
the manager if he wanted them 
removed. The ,manager. said he 
did. Capt. Little then asked, 
‘Have you asked them to leave.” 
The manager said he had. Capt. 
Little then said, “‘Ask them 
again, then, in my presence.” 


“Please leave,” the cafeteria 
manager asked. The Negroes con- 
tinued to sit. One of the sitters, 
who identified himself as Horace 
Givens, 24, a college student, 
said: 


“It is our decision to remain.” 


Supt. I. G. Cowan supervised 
the arrest of the eight Negroes 
at Greyhound cafeteria. 


One small group of Negroes en- 
tered Kress at 50 Broad St. They 
sat down at lunch counters but 
did not order anything. 


They stayed for about 10 min- 
utes until the store manager pul 
out the lights. The group then left 
quietly. The lunch counter was 
closed and no arrests were made.

In a recent match between 
France and Great Britain, a bit 
of skulduggery paid off for the 
prides of Paris. 


When the East-West cards were 
held by the British team, the bid- 
ding proceeded with little fanfare. 
East opened in third seat with a 
bid of one club. South decided to 
pass, and West was unable to 
act. North reopened the bidding 
with a take-out double. It should 
be observed that his values are 
not quite up to standard, but it is 
accepted practice to double with 
considerably less than normal re- 
quirements when the adversaries 
have permitted the bidding to die 
at the one level. In view of West's 
confession of weakness North can 
place partner with a certain 
amount of strength. East passed 
the double and South responded 
by jumping to three no trump. 
He was relying on North for pos- 
sibly 10 or 11 high-card points and 
South had the advantage of know- 
ing that whatever strength the 
enemy held was located in the 
East position, which would give 
South considerable advantage in 
maneuvering. 


West opened a spade and by 
developing diamonds at once, de- 
clarer was able to establish nine 
tricks. 


At the other table, the French 
pair, employing the weak no- 
trump opened with a bid of one 
no trump in the East position. 
South, to be sure, might have 
competed at this point but was 
deterred perhaps: by conditions 
of vulnerability. West’s bit of 
camouflage is worthy of note. He 
called two clubs, which was a re- 
quest for partner to show a four- 
card major suit. East’s four-card 
suit was somewhat anemic, but 
he showed it nevertheless. It now 
became even more difficult for 
the adversaries to compete and the 
deal went ot the French at the 
bargain price of two spades. The 
contract was defeated four tricks 
for a score of 200-to North and 
South, which was a far cry from 
the 600 points Great Britain could 
have scored if they had reached

Preparation for peace, with { 
emphasis on international com-/ | 


munication through the creative 
arts, is as important to the fu- 
ture of America as preparation 
for war, declares Dr. Joseph E. 
Maddy. 


Dr. Maddy, a dynamic white- 
haired man who is one of the 
world’s outstanding music edu- 
cators and founder of the Na- 
tional Music Camp at Inter- 
lochen, Mich., is in Atlanta to 
serve as guest conductor of the 
1960 All-State Orchestra at its 
concert tomorrow at the mu- 
nicipal auditorium. 


“One of the Russian compos- 
ers expressed it beautifully when 
he was in Washington on their 
tour,’’ Dr. Maddy said. ‘He said 
that if our governments in the 
world could get along as well as 
our musicians do, we'd have no 
troubles.” 


SCHOOL SLOGAN 


The slogan at the world-fa- 
mous summer school, where 
thousands of musicians have 
studied, is an expression of Dr. 
Maddy’s belief: ‘Dedicated to 
the Promotion of World Friend- 
ship Through the Universal Lan- 
guage of the Arts.” 


Though Dr. Maddy’s dream of 
taking a high school orchestra 
behind the Iron Curtain has 
been thwarted once by Russia, 
a new tour has been arranged 
for 1961, he said. 


Just as music can promote 
peace between nations of the 
world, Dr. Maddy also pointed 
out that music and the study of 
creative arts can combat juve- 
nile delinquency — a_ problem 
closer to home and one which af- 
fects many parents. 


“The youth are not at fault 
in this,”” Dr. Maddy said em- 
phatically. ‘“‘The parents and 
this pushbutton life are _ to 
blame. Children don’t have 
enough to do nowadays to keep 
them out of mischief. But the 
music students aren't vandals. 
They've got plenty to keep them 
busy.” 


FINE STIMULUS 


Dr. Maddy blamed the ‘low 
taste of advertising agencies’’ 
for the music on television, 
‘“‘which is not even worth men- 
tioning.”” He praised, however, 
the youth orchestras and con- 
certs given for children by adult 
symphony orchestras, saying 
they are “‘a very fine stimulus 
for children’s interest in serious 
music.” 


He praised also the current 
trend toward more music edu- 
cation in public schools, and 
predicted that ‘‘sometime’’ all 
music education will be on the 
class basis and not as private 
instruction. 


‘“‘We in the United States have 
more interest in music than do 
the countries behind the Iron 
Curtain. In Russia they have 
only two symphony orchestras 
—one in Leningrad and another 
in Moscow. But here we have 
over 2,000 symphony orches- 
tras,”” he said. ‘‘This proves our 
system of culture, not dictated 
by the government, is the bet- 
ter way.”

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school class instruction in the 
creative arts, Dr. Maddy ac- 
cused one of the nation’s fore 
most educators—James Bryant 
Conant—of promoting an “‘un- 
balanced education.” 


“In his book, The American 
High School Today, Dr. Conant 
says music and other arts edu- 
cation should be an elective in 


the high school program,” he 
said. ‘‘But music is far more 
important than this. Often 


schools won’t let a talented stu- 
dent have enough time to study 
and develop his music talent.’’ 


ADVICE TO PARENTS 


Dr. Maddy advised parents 
not to worry about practice 
hours for children who are tal- 
ented in music. 


“The children who are really 
talented have no _ difficulties 
with practice. The difficulty is 
in getting him away from it oc- 
casionally,”’ he said. ‘‘The tal- 
ented child should begin les- 
sons as early as possible, at 6 
years old, perhaps. At Inter- 
lochen we- take students at 8.”

One must have stam- 
ina, gumption, and a drive to 
get there—at Interlochen one 
learns that success is achiev- 
able to anyone who wants it 
enough.” 


Dr. Maddy began his unusual 
career as musician and educa- 
tor at the age of 5 with 
violin lessons in Kansas. His 
parents both loved music—his 
mother played the piano, and 
his father played the fiddle. 
Dr. Maddy said the story was 
told of his father that ‘the came 
to Kansas in a covered wagon, 
with a shotgun in one arm and 
his fiddle in the other.” 


Dr. Maddy is a guest of the 
Georgia Music Educators Assn. 
during his stay in Atlanta. The 
association is meeting in con- 
junction with the Georgia Edu- 
cation Assn. conference, here 
tomorrow and Friday.

Pills to Curb 
Depression 


No Cure-All 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I was. so 
“down in the dumps” and upset 
about life in general I just 
didn’t see how I could go on. 
My doctor began giving me one 
of the very new anti-depressant 
drugs, and the results have been 
marvelous. Why don’t you rec- 
ommend these new drugs? — 
A.S.V. . 


I've commented previously on 
the usefulness of the anti-depres- 
sants. On the other hand I have 
deliberately refrained from “‘rec- 
ommending’” them for the same 
reason I declined to “recom- 
mend” the tranquilizers when 
they were first becoming popu- 
lar. 


The tranquilizers were an ex- 
cellent step forward in medicine 
but very soon were victimized by 
the public clamor which touted 
them as being cure-alls. So we 
are now in the process of whit- 
tling the extravagant puffs down 
to size. 


We must, I fear, go through 
much the same process with the 
anti-depressants as they become 
more popular. A few years from 
now, I predict, we'll be strug- 
gling to get them back into focus. 


The anti-depressants are dif- 
ferent from the tranquilizers in 
that instead of inducing tranquil- 
ity they “pick the patient up” 
emotionally and raise him or her 
out of an overly depressed state 
of mind. 


In either case the medication 
at the same time removes the 
cause of anxiety over being ei- 
ther too tense or too depressed. 
The aim then is to get the pa- 
tient back to normal so the aid 
of drugs is no longer necessary. 


Some authorities think the anti- 
depressants may be useful to 
more people than the tranquil- 
izers have been. This may very 
well turn out. to be true. 


But do not expect this or any 
drug to be the pill that automati- 
cally solves everything. You may 
well have to learn to adjust to 
your personal situation or change 
your thinking habits or bear 
down and solve problems you 
have tried to ignore. The anti- 
depressants are, I believe, very 
useful. They will become much 
better known and much more 
popular. But let’s not spoil their 
effect by demanding that they do 
more than they are intended to 
do. In short, let’s for once try 
not to handicap a good thing by 
over-estimating its beneficial 
effects.

Casey Stengel, was expounding on assorted topics be- 
fore a recent exhibition game when someone inquired 
if Luke Appling were on the premises. 


‘“‘Can’t you hear him?” the startled Dykes replied. “Just listen.” 

And sure enough you could. Appling, who played 13 of his 20 
Major League seasons in Chicago when Dykes was managing, has 
returned to the big tent as a coach. On this particular afternoon he 
was swinging a fungo stick and shout- 
ing to infielders. 


Dykes, noted as a lecturer himself, 
has always regarded Appling as one of 
the leading talkers in or out of the 
American League. 


“This Appling,’’ Dykes said, “‘is still 
telling the same old stories he was tell- 
ing in Chicago 25 years ago. But you 
know, he’s told them so much... he 
believes ’em himself now.” 


It's quite obvious that Dykes is 
happy to have Appling back on his 
team. And Luke is glad to be back on 
the Major League scene after an ab- 
sence of a decade. It seems strange, 
though, to see Appling ih Tiger uniform, 
for he wore White Sox flannels during 
his entire career. 


Appling completed infield chores 
and strolled over to the Detroit dug- 
out. Before Luke could inquire about the ice storm in Atlanta, 
Dykes grabbed him by the belt. 


“It’s elastic and down to the last notch,”’ Dykes said. ‘““But you 
don’t get another belt. You'll just have to get in shape.” 


“Oh, I weigh about the same’ thing I did when I was playing,” 
Appling said, laughing.

Appling will man the first-base coaching box for the Tigers and 
Billy Hitchcock, the War Eagle from Opelika, will be stationed at 
third again.

AT UMPIRES’ SCHOOL THERE ARE THOSE WHO DIDN’T DO HOMEWORK

In the shadows of the valley of decision the 
baseball umpires walk alone. None sustain them, 
none soothe them. 


To the patron of the game they fester like a 
rainy morning before a Sunday double-header. 
The villain of villains, the despicable of despic- 
ables. 


But despite public scorn and private doubts 
“this brotherhood of evil’’ swells from year to 
year and their fraternal clinics, like the swallows, 
preface each spring. 


The local chapter, the Atlanta Baseball Um- 
pires Assn., has been conspiring each weekday 
night since March 7 at the O’Keefe High School 
gym. 


It is the 11th annual collusion. 


The association furnishes umpires for college, 
high school, amateur and Little League games in 
Fulton and 10 adjoining counties. 


There are 85 applicants for the mask this year, 
largest number in the association’s history. It is 
a democratic group. Among applicants are a 
doctor, a fireman, a police captain, a metal 
working executive and a carpenter. 


When asked why, despite the public disdain 
and the players’ gibe—you win some, you lose 
some, some are rained out and the umpires 
steal a few—so many applicants answer the pro- 
pession’s call, H. F. (Red) Wooten, the associa- 
tion’s secretary replied, ‘““Those who become um- 
pires love the game and want to stay connected 
with it and dismiss the abuse and ridicule.”’ 


Greater love hath few men. 


At the O’Keefe clinic beginners learn and vet- 
erans rehearse positioning and mechanics of 
their job. 


They learn to call and are told “to belt it 
out . . ..yell for the bleachers . . . a loud call 
isn’t always a good call, but it inspires confidence 
of players in the umpire’s judgment.” 


They learn to gesture and are told ‘‘to make 
each gesture sharply and clearly . . . a weak or 
hesitant gesture leads to confusion and confusion 
leads to arguments.” 


They are told to dress neatly, never, never ar- 
gue with a player and to shun horseplay and 
fraternizing with players. 


They are not told the rules. These they must 
mine themselves from the rule book and pass a 
written examination on before they can umpire 
a game. 


Frankie Allen, former head umpire in the old 
Alabama-Georgia League, is the Association’s um- 
pire-in-chief and the clinic’s chief instructor. His 
advice to all umpires is, ‘‘don’t go into any game 
with a chip on your shoulder and hustle, hustle, 
hustle.”’ 


‘“‘Hustle,” he tells his pupils, “prevents more 
arguments than all the good intentions and judg- 
ments in the world. If you hustle and are on top 
of each play, your judgment and intentions will 
take care of themselves.”’ 


The clinic winds up Thursday night and the 
written examination on the rule book will be 
given the night of March 22.
